Mrs. Mason read a press dis- 
patch early yesterday telling how 
a year-old Fresno, (Cal.,) boy 
had been found dead Sunday in 
a compartment of an icebox in 
his family’s yard.

check two abandoned iceboxes 
behind a nearby veteran’s housing 
project.

Two firemen 
who lived nearby administered 
artificial respiration until an am- 
bulance took the children to a 
hospital, where they were report- 
ed recovering. 

Police said both children would 
have died if Mrs. Mason had 
waited a few minutes longer to 
check the iceboxes.

Slot machines, which were op- 
erating openly in mafy St. Clair 
and Madison county taverns when 
the Post-Dispatch published a list 
of establishments which had paid 
federal taxes on them last week, 
Were in hiding today, a check 
disclosed. The notorious Hyde 
Park Club, Venice gambling ca- 
sino, continued to operate, how- 
ever. 

In Madison county taverns, the 
“one-armed bandits” had disap- 


peared without a trace, but in St. 


Clair county the operators merely 
had locked them in metal cases 
or closed the doors of rooms 
which hid them from view of 
customers at the bar. 

Records in the office of the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue at 
Springfield showed that 13 Madi- 


son county taverns dad paid taxes 
on 57 slot machines since July 1. 

State’s Attorney Austin Lewis, 
however, was skeptical of the Gov- 


ernment records. 

“IT will make this flat state- 
ment,” Lewis said. There are no 
commerciaNy operated slot ma- 
chines in Madison county. There 
have been none in Madison county 
since 1938.” 

Lewis admitted the gambling 
devices were permitted to operate 
in many private clubs as a matter 
of policy. Asked about continued 
operation of the Hyde Park Club, 
he said he and Sheriff Dallas T 
Harrell would not take action 
| against the casino because of their 
policy of non-interference with lo- 
cal law enforcement. 


“We will not go into Venice un- 
less we believe law enforcement 
there has broken down,” he said. 
“We don’t think it bas.“ 

Sheriff Harrell, who told the 
Post-Dispatch Friday that he 
knew of no commercial operation 
of slot machines in the county, re- 
fused to disclose whether he had 
investigated the situation today. 

I'm sore at the Post-Dispatch,” 
he said. “You didn’t furnish me 
with a copy of the slot machine 
list before you published it.”

issued yesterday by three circuit 
judges. Last Saturday they heard 
objections to a report of State’s 
Attorney Warner Wall of Pulaski 
county listing “donations” from 
gamblers. 

Wall's report listed $30,090 col- 
lected from various sources, of 
which about $18,000 represented 
fines paid by gamblers in a 27- 
month period. 

“Counsel for Mr. Wall has ad- 
mitted that these contributions 
were paid to permit commercial- 
ized gambling to operate in Pul- 
aski county with the consent and 
permission of law-enforcement of- 
ficers,” the judge stated. “This 
court does not approve, condone 
or in any way agree with such 
practice, and condemns it. This 
practice will not be permitted in 
any of the nine counties where 
we preside as circuit judges.” 
Gambling Leads to Other Crimes. 

Continuing their statement the 
judges said: “It is seldom that 
the circuit court finds such a sit- 
uation as appears to exist in Pul- 
aski county. We, the judges of 
the first judicial circuit, will con- 
tinue to cal] this* situation to the 
attention of every grand jury 
held in this county until these 
practices are discontinued. It is 
the unanimous opinion that com- 
mercialized gambling leads to 
many other crimes, including rob- 
bery, burglary, adandonment of 
wives and children, manslaughter 
and even murder. 

“The down of law enforce- 
ment ultimately follows the con- 
doning of commercialized gam- 
bling by law-enforcement officers. 
Gam is against the law. It 
is the of law-enforcement 
officers to use every effort th 
their power to suppress it. This 
admittedly has not been done in 
this county.” 

Besides Pulaski county, the first 
judicial circuit includes Alexander, 
Jackson, Johnson, Massac, Pope 
Saline, Union and Williamson 
counties. Gambling flourished in 
Alexander county through the 
latter days of the Green admini- 
stration, but operation there has 
been limited since last November's 
election. 

Pulaski county continued to run 
“wide open” until. last March, 
when the casinos, handbooks and 
other establishments closed down. 
The chief gambling resorts were 
the El Patio, El Morocco, Club 
Winchester and Spur Inn. About 
two months ago commereiallzed 
gambling was resumed. Some of 
the casinos were operating last 
Sunday night. 

“Contributions” Paid Out. 

The court, in its statement, said 
State’s Attorney Wall paid out 
“contributions” from gambling at 
the request of the board of county 
commissioners. “There is no pro- 
vision in the statutes which per- 
mits a State’s Attorney to pay 
money received by him as such an 
officer to anyone except the 
county treasurer,” the judges 
pointed out. “The State’s Attorney 
has elected to report to the court 
the receipt of these contributions 
by virtue of his office. It is now 
his duty to show to this court that 
he has paid this amount to the 
county treasurer and to present 
the treasurer’s receipts for same.”

White House Says Tru- 
man Will Not Intervene 
Again Personally — 
Agreement, Up to 
Union and Companies. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP) 
— Word from the White House 
that President Truman has no 
plan in mind for again averting 


a steel strike put the problem 
definitely up to labor-management 
negotiators today. 

The CIO steel workers went 
ahead with plans for a strategy 
meeting as the second day of 
Government sponsored talks 
brought no sign of an agreement 
in the steel dispute. 

Philip. Murray, leader of the 
steel union and the CIO, said 
nothing has developed at the Gov- 
ernment’ mediation conferences to 
warrant postponing the union pol- 
icy committee tomorrow in Pitts- 
burgh. 

Planning for Walkout. 

The 170 members of the policy 
group already are assembling in 
Pittsburgh for the session. Pre- 
sumably, the committee will lay 
the plans for a walkout Saturday 
midnight when the current truce 
ends. 

Murray has warned that the 1 
000,000 steel workers will quit then 
unless a settlement is reached in 
the labor-management talks here 
with Federal Conciliation Director 
Cyrus Ching. He is demanding 
that the industry agree to a com- 
pany-financed employe welfare 
plan recommended by the Presi- 
dent’s fact-finding board. 

Ching met separately this morn- 
ing with the union and industry 
negotiators. There was no di- 
rect word from him on what, if 
any, progress was made. 

John A. Stephens, vice president 
in charge of industria] relations 
for United States Steel Corp., told 
reporters that his company had 
taken no steps to bank its fur- 
naces in preparation for a possible 
strike. Stephens added that he 
knew of no other company that 
had done so.

Truman has shortened to two 
days his visit to Kansas City next 
week, but his aids said his change 
in plans had nothing to do with 
the strike situation. The President 
will depart by plane Sept. 28 and 
will speak Thursday night, Sept. 
29, at a dinner honoring William 
M. Boyle Jr., new Democratic na- 
tional chairman. He will return 
Friday, although he had made 
tentative plans to remain in Inde- 
pendence, his home town, until 
Sunday. 

In announcing the plans today, 
Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross said Truman has 
“nothing in the works” for set- 
tling the steel dispute or the coal 
strike. 

Ching said in advance of today's 
steel meeting that he had a “lot 
of suggestions to make” on the 
pension-insurance issue.

Financial experts predicted sev- 
eral more countries will have to 
‘cheapen their currency to meet 
British competition. 

The effect of Britain's far- 
reaching devaluation was felt in 
the home islands in almost every 
walk of life. The threat of labor 
rebellion and inflation were among 
‘the most upsetting. Despite the 
Government’s appeal to hold the 
wage line, railway workers began 
a slowdown for more money. 

British Bonds Drop. 

The frenzied trading marked the 
reopening today by many nations 
of their banks and stock markets, 
ordered closed yesterday to curb 
speculation.

‘Mockery’ to Submit 


Claims to Another Tri- 
bunal, They Say — He 
Refuses to Negotiate 


During Tie-Up. 


Guy A. Thompson, trustee for 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad, is 
“entirely responsible for the con- 
tinuation of the strike” of 5000 
operating employes “because he 
refuses to negotiate a single case 
with us,” Roy E. Davidson, spokes- 
man for tour unions, charged 
today. 

Any break-off“ in negotiations 
between the company and the 
brotherhoods, Davidson asserted, 
“will be entirely Thompson’s re- 
sponsibility.” Davidson described 
a letter sent to the unions last 
night by Thompson as an “ulti- 
matum” which was “almost a 
break-off in negotiations.” 

$3,060,000 in Claims. 


At issue in the 12-day strike are 
282 claims for almost $3,000,000, 
based on differences of interpreta- 
tion and application of operating 
rules on wages and working con- 
ditions. In their meeting yester- 
day with Thompson, Davidson 
said, the unions suggested dispos- 
ing of 59 cases which the company 
is willing to settle and 83 which 
the unions want to dispose cf. 
“But Thompson only wanted to 
argue about the procedure, 
Davidson asserted. 

“We are trying to keep the two 
parties together,” Davidson con- 
tinued, “but they want to hole up 
and stay there. We want to deal 
with these people, if they'll deal. 
'“Thompson’s attitude from the 
beginning has placed responsibil- 
ity for the strike on him, and his 
continued obstinacy makes him 
responsible for continuation of the 
strike. From the outset, he has 
insisted on arbitration of the is- 
sues in dispute. Each one of his 
proposals insisting on certain con- 
ditions being agreed to before he 
would undertake any negotiation 
is an admission on his part that 
he does not intend to settle any 
cases whatsoever in such negotia- 
tion. 

“We were willing to set aside 
any case on which we were dead- 
locked and go on to the next. 
After going over all the cases, a 
decision could be made whether 
the remaining cases would be a 
reason for continuing the strike. 
We aré of the opinion they would

Thompson 
had suggested that both parties 
ask*President Truman to appoint 
a board to decide claims which 
could not be settled directly by 
the parties. If the President in- 
dicated he would appoint such a 
board, Thompson said, “I would 
personally review said claims with 
you in an effort to determine 
which, if any, are meritorious.” A 
third condition.of the proposal was 
that the strike be ended. 

Thompson's letter continued: “I 
note with disappointment and 
keen regret your refusal to dis- 
pose of the issues .between us in 
that manner. You merely reiterate 
what you have insisted upon since 
our first. meeting. viz., that we ne- 

gotiate again in an effort to settle 
these claims while the strike goes 
on. That, I am unwilling to do. 
It is evident that you rely upon 
the pressure of the strike to force 
me to agree to your demands. 

“If, and when, I negotiate with 
you upon these claims, I must be 
in a position to consider them 
upon their merits and reach con- 
clusions free from outside pres- 
sure or coercion of any kind.” 

Unions to Reply. 

The union leaders met again to- 
day at the York Hotel to draft a 
reply to Thompson’s latest letter. 
The strike committee consists of 
officers of the conductors’, en- 

/ gineers’, trainmen and firemen’s 
brotherhoods, Their ke resuit- 
ed in the “abolition” of 20,000 non- 
operating jobs by ‘the railroad. 
Additional hundreds of persons 
have been laid off by industrial 
plants and connecting railroads, 
as a result of the strike.

Notice to Any Aggressor. 

Vandenberg said the arms pro- | 
gram is far overshadowed by the 
agreement of treaty nations that 
an attack on one shall be regarded 
as an attack on all. f 

“This notifies any aggressor 
that he confronts, not only a bil- 
lion dollars in arms, but all of the 
resources of treaty nations ar- 
rayed to make any aggression a 
failure,” he declared. 

Ratification of the North At- 
lantic treaty made it the supreme 
law of the land, he noted, adding 
that Congress can’t escape the 
fact that a fundamental obliga- 
tion exists to help western Europe 
brace itself for any Communist 
attack. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
spoke against the bill. He argued 
it might be only the start of a 
20-year program. Senator Johnson 
(Dem.), Colorado, called the bill 
“meddling in World War III.” 

Johnson said: We're making 
certain, we're taking no chances 
that we're not to be in that war.“ 

Under the bill, Johnson went 
on, the United States is going to 
meddle again and cause further 
difficulties and destruction of 
civilization over there in Europe.“

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Paper Charges U.S. Sub- 
marine Was Seeking Military 
Data Near Murmansk. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 20 (AP) — The 
Soviet publication Red Fleet said 
today the United States submarine 
Cochino had an explosion and 
sank “not far from Murmansk” 
last month in an American at- 
tempt to scout out military in- 
formation. 

(A United States Navy state- 
ment said the Cochino sank while 
on a “routine cruise outside of 
Norwegian territorial waters” on 
Aug. 26. One member of the Co- 
chino’s crew was lost and six 
aboard the Tusk, a sister sub- 
marine, perished during rescue op- 
erations.) 

Red Fleet said the place where 
the Cochino sank is known to 
Soviet authorities.

FRANC’S VALUE 


~| RISES IN POUNDS 


| PARIS, Sept. 20 (AP) — The 
dollar opened at 350 francs on the 
French foreign exchange market 
today. It had closed at 330.80 on 
Friday. The market was closed 
yesterday. 

The quotation bore out the pre- 
diction on Francois Mitterand, 
secretary of state for information, 
at a news conference following 
last night’s announcement that 
France had liberated its franc to 
find its place on the free market 
in relation to the dollar. He had 
named the 350 figure as a “very 
reasonable guess.” 

While the franc-dollar rate will 
be permitted to fluctuate with 
market demands, the French cabi- 
net kept controls over dealings 
with the British pound. It set a 
pegged rate of 980 francs to the 
pound, a stronger position than 
the previous rate of 1070 francs 
to the pound. Thus francs were 
worth more pounds today, but 
fewer dollars. 

A pound brought 980 francs, 
about 100 francs less than last 
week, but a dollar cost 20 francs 
more on the free market, up from 
330 to 350 francs for one dollar—a 
devaluation of 6 per cent. Tour- 
ists will get this rate.

This was disclosed today by Dr. 
Edwin C. Ernst, chairman of the 
state association’s cancer commit- 
tee, who addressed volunteers of 
the Missouri division and St.

The units may or may not be 
equipped with X-ray fagilities. — 

In addition to the detection 
units, he said, the committee's plan 
includes the sponsoring of local 
and statewide cancer symposiums 
at which latest methods of diag- 
nosis and-treatment would be dis- 
cussed and demonstrated. Another 
project, which should be inaugu- 
rated, he said, is the establishment 
of periodic training pregrams for

Bernard was quoted at Kansas 
City to the effect that the award 
to the sanitary district is for the 
foundry building only. The Gov- 
ernment has an offer of $35,000 
for a storage building and expects 
to realize $40,000 from the sale of 
equipment items included in the 
Key Co. bid, Bernard said. The fact 
that the sanitary district is a pub- 
lic health agency also was an im- 
portant factor, it was stated. 

The sanitary district plans to 
use the former foundry as a ga- 
rage, storage place and mainte- 
nance shop for its equipment, now 
stored in various places on the 
East Side. The district also will 
move its offices into the building, 
operating trom one central head- 
quarters.

They asked the court to order us to get rid of most of our stores and also the manufacturing facilities 
which supply you with A&P coffee, Ann Page products, Jane Parker baked goods, and other quality

The Question Is: Can It Walk? 


on the Ground: 


Prompt Boost in Trade Can Ee Expected, 
but Further Austerity, Pressure for 
Wage Rises Are Dangers — Supremacy 
of U.S. Dollar Now Unchallenged,

LONDON, Sept. 20. 


VER since the end of the war the British economy has been on 
stilts. The pound has been overvalued. That made it attractive 
for foreigners to sell in the British market but not to buy there. 
Result: A mounting British trade deficit and a constant drain on 
Britain’s gold and dollar reserves which even Marshall plan advances 


could not correct. 

But now devaluation of the 
pound has put the British econ- 
omy back on the ground and poses 
a new question: Can postwar 
Britons learn to walk on their 
own feet? 

Devaluation solves no problems. 
But it makes possible a solution 
of problems, and Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Sir Stafford Cripps, 
who only two months ago pledged 
that the pound would not be de- 
valued, is being cungratulated for 
the courage of ‘self-reversal. 

He has embarked Britain and the 
Labor party on a great economic 
adventure. If he succeeds in build- 
ing up British exports and bal- 
ancing the nation’s international 
payments, he will go down in his- 
tory as the statesman who won 
“the battle of the pound.” 

Devaluation will give British ex- 
port trade a prompt boost. For 
example, suppose an American im- 
porter has been buying British 
suits at 15 pounds apiece. Before 
devaluation, that came to $60. He'd 
have to sell the suit in the United 
States for $90 to $100 to elear ex- 
penses, including the cost of 
seeing the goods through customs. 
Sales at that price would be 
limited. 

Now the American merchant’s 
outlay might be as little as $42 
per suit because of devaluation. 
He’d be able to sell the suits for 
$65 and obtain the same per- 
centage markup and have the pos- 
sibility of increased sales. 

Chance for More Profit. 

Nor is it absolutely necessary 
for the British manufacturer to 
pass along to American retailers 


the full devaluation. Maybe now 


he can sell the suit for 18 de- 
valued pounds as against 15 of the 
old ones, increasing his profit. 
That would still cut the price 
from the ‘original $60 to $50.40. 
The American merchant could 
market the suit at $75—a con- 
siderable reduction from the orig- 
inal $90. 

Devaluation means that the 
British, to earn the same num- 
ber of dollars, will have to sell 
more goods. Conversely, they're 
going to have to pay more in 
pounds for American wheat, cot- 
ton, tobacco, zinc, lead and other 
United States supplies. The cost 
of raw materials in Britain will 
rise. So will the cost of living. 
That's the great problem confront- 
ing Prime Minister Attlee and 
Cripps. 

The economic consequences are 
clear enough. Britons will have 
to work harder to earn less. De- 
valuation will mean further, aus- 
terity. The decision comes just 
when Britain labor is restive. Rail- 
way workers have been angry be- 
cause a conciliation board refused 
a wage boost. They have decided 
to work-to-rule, which means fol- 
lowing every letter in the work- 
ing codes. It’s tantamount of a 
slowdown in the United States. 

It raises the cost of production, 
yet Cripps in his speech to the 
British warned that increased 
productivity is the nation’s eco- 
nomic salvation. The Council of 
the Trades Union Congress, which 
roughly is to British labor what a 
combined AFL-CIO would be to 
United States labor, undoubtedly 
will indorse the government’s ac- 
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will manufacturers, labor unions, 
and Congressmen demand the rais- 
ing of tariff barriers? Will we 
repeat the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
boner of 1930, which aggravated 
the world depression of, the 30’s? 


For the British, devaluation will 
mean temporary relief. In recent 
months, potential buyers of Brit- 
ish goods held off buying in the 
expectation that the pound would 
be devalued and they’d be able to 
get lower prices. At the same time, 
Britishers and Ameriéans with 
dollars, who had use for sterling, 
put off conversion also in expecta- 
tion of devaluation. The result 


Was a scissors pressure against 
the pound. 


Now the movement away om 
sterling ought to de reversed. 
Temporary shorts will rush to 
cover gold, and dollar reserves of 
the British Treasury will increase. 
As another factor, production of 
gold in South Africa and other 
British empire countries ought to 
be stimulated. Gold will bring a 
better price in sterling. Therefore 
profits in sterling will rise. This, 
incidentally, will tend to placate 
South Africa, which has been 
wanting the United States to in- 
crease its buying price of gold. 


Whether benefits of devaluation 
are longer lasting depends on the 
British Government's power to 
control the voters. Within the 
Labor party, Cripps has indicated 
he will not undertake to subsidize 
the increase in the cost of living 
resulting from devaluation. He 
promised te keep government ex- 
penditures under control. That im- 
plies gradual elimination of import 
quotas and subsidies to British 
manufacturers. 


If so, it means permitting prices 
to function in their traditional 
role of helping men and countries 
to exchange goods and service to 
mutual advantage, It means that 
Britain ultimately will revert to 
the policy of buying-in the cheap- 
est markets and selling in the 
dearest according to the precepts 
of Adam Smith. 


Pressure From Unions. 


For Attlee and Cripps, the 
danger is that pressure from the 
unions will prove too strong. They 
may yield and try to insulate work- 
ers against higher living costs. 
They may try to prevent any fall 
in the standard of living. In that 
case, devaluation, which contrives 
to make it harder for Britons to 
buy from abroad and easier to 
sell, will be an abortive gesture. 
But for Attlee and Cripps, time’s 
winged chariot is hurrying hear. 
The general election is less than 
1 r away. 

roughout Britain, the an- 
nouncement was profoundly sober- 
ing. People realized that Cripps 
could never have brought himself 
to recant if the nation’s economic 
plight had not been compellingly 
grave. ' 

As I ate breakfast in my hotel 
yesterday, I watched Britons in- 
tently, grimly, reading their pa- 
pers. I couldn't help think—“It’s 
so still, you can hear the pounds 
drop.” 

There’s this relief: The uncer- 
tainty that has harassed the world 
of commerce has now been in- 
dexed. We no longer face the 
suspense of devaluation; we face 
its consequences.

Hoffman yesterday set a sales 


ation: The shipment of $2,500,000,- 
000 more goods a year into the 
American market. 

Hoffman told a press confer- 
ence that Britain's leadership in 
the world-wide shakeup of curren- 
cies “opens the way for Europe as 
a whole to earn its way in the 
world.” It gives new promise, he 
said, that Britain and the rest of 
Europe will be “self-supporting” 
by the end of the Marshall plan in 
mid-1952. | 

But Hoffman declared that de- 
valuation must be bulwarked by 
“bold and imaginative” measures 
to eut production costs and build 
sales in-the United States. 

The Foreign Aid Administrator 
predicted that Europe can boost 
the flow of its American-bound ex- 
ports by $2,500,000,000 annually 
without harming American indus- 
try. Most of the British goods en- 
tering the United States market, 
he said, will be products of a sort 
which the American mass-produc- 
tion economy has largely out- 
grown. 

Small Percentage of Spending. 

He pointed out that the $2,500,- 
000,000 figure is almost exactly 
1 per cent of what the United 
States spends for all goods and 
services. 

Hoffman told reporters that if 
Britain had chosen to sidestep the 
free-for-all fight for dollars and 
taken refuge behind the trade 
walls of the British Common- 
wealth, it would have created a 
“third world.” 

“We would then have had the 
Soviet world, the dollar world, and 
the sterling world,” he said. “In 
my opinion, this would have been 
the greatest setback, the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program could 
have suffered, since only a united 
Western world can hope to achieve 
permanent recovery in Europe.” 

Other American officials hinted 
that the adoption of “realistic” 
money values by 19 countries will 
reopen the currency vaults of the 
eight-billion-dollar International 
Monetary Fund to them. The 
United States in March quietly 
informed the Fund's directors that 
it would resist dollar loans to any 
of the 48 member nations whose 
par values it felt to be out of line. 

The effect was virtually to veto 
in advance any Fund help for 
such a country, because the United 
States wields prime influence as 
the biggest contributor and the 
supplier of the Fund’s most want- 
ed currency. Now the United 
States probably will withdraw its 
reservation as rapidly as the new 
values prove fair and workable, 
some official said. 

View en Currency Exchange. 

Hoffman told reporters it may 
be only a matter of “the next month 
—or I'd say weeks” before the 
freer interchange of currencies 
begins to sweep away some pres- 
ent obstacles to commerce. One 
major result. he forecast, will be 
a considerable—perhaps very great 
—increase in intra-European trade. 
trade. 

As essential follow up steps, he 
listed the gradual removal of ar- 
bitrary limitations on imports, re- 
duction of tariffs, which he 
classed as self-protective “inven- 
tions of amateurs,” and greater 
convertibility of currencies. 

Hoffman declared the British de- 
cision to devalue was a “dramatic 
evidence of earnestness of pur- 
pose.” 

“It signifies that Great Britain 
has decided to compete in a free 
world to capture dollars which 
are essential to her recovery and 
to work aggressively toward condi- 
tions permitting a higher level of 
competitive trade,” he said.

Wesley W. Horner, St. Louis 
consulting engineer, chairman of 
the committee, prepared the re- 
port. The co-operative investiga- 
tion was undertaken by the Fed- 
eral departments of. Agriculture, 
Interior, War, the Federal Power 
Commission and Public Health 
Service. The representatives of 
these federal departments solicited 
the representation of state agen- 
cies, and named Horner as con- 
sultant and co-ordinator. The state 
conservation, agriculture and 
health bureaus were represented. 

A basic feature of the program 
is the provision for reservoirs, now 
planned to be three in number, and 
to. be located at Meramec State 
Park near Sullivan, Franklin 
county; on Bourbeuse river south- 
west of Union, Franklin county, 
and on Big river near Cedar Hill, 
Jefferson county. 

Cost of Dams $45,250,000. 

Estimated cost of the reservoirs 
is $45,250,000. This is the largest 
item in the summary of coasts. 
Next in cost of construction or in- 
stallation is the recreational fea- 
ture of the program, estimated at 
$23,638,000. The agricultural por- 
tion of the program, figured to 
cost $13,592,000, is the only part 
in which private participation is 
figured. The private part of the 
cost, based on benefit calculated 
to accrue to farm interests, is 
placed at $17,789,000. 

Deducting the estimated private 
contribution from the total cost, 
the public cost of the program 
amounts to $82,480,000. The reser- 
voirs, planned by the Corps of En- 
gineers, U.S. Army, have been au- 
thorized by Congress, but appro- 
priation= for their construction 
have rx been made.

“It appears certain,” the report 
says, “that within a comparatively 
few years, recreation will dominate 
the economy of the area. Some 
8000 summer cottages have already 
been built in the basin. The pres- 
ent development is but a begin- 
ning in the utilizaton of the basin’s 
recreational potentialities. Fish 
and wildlife are valuable resources 
of the basin, and can be greatly 
expanded.” 


Flood Control. 


Soil and forest conservation are 
listed as major needs to enable 
the area to support its population. 
Flood control is also demanded. 
“Within the Meramec basin flodds 
cause an average annual damage 
of $600,000.” 

Water supply and sewage dis- 
posal are important elements of 
the health problem. The part 
taken by the Meramec in Mis- 
sissippi river floods is considered 
by the Army engineers, the report 
says, to warrant inclusion of the 
Meramec basin in Mississippi flood 
control plans. 

“The program for private lands 
will be voluntarily installed by the 
land-owners,“ it is stated, “with 
public agencies providing techni- 
cal assistance. It is proposed to 
give each co-operator in the pro- 
gram technical assistance in prep- 
aration of a plan for his individ- 
ual holding.

Thank you for publishing the article 
by George H. Hall, “Is Bigness in Busi- 
ness Good or Bad?” and the letter 
“Greenewalt of du Point States His Po- 
sition.” 

Is du Pont's bigness as good as Mr. 
Greenewalt says it is? He believes, as 
he puts it, in part, “that bigness con- 
tributes its greatest public service when 
it performs those tasks for which it is 
uniquely suited”—that is, du Pont’s re- 
cent ability to supply America's war 
needs. 

I ask Mr. Greenewalt, Was it not this 


same bigness in German industry that, 


Was so able to supply Germany's war 
needs? Was it not this same bigness, 
the concentrated economic power and 
managerial contro] of Japanese indus- 
try, that was so able to supply Japan's 
war needs? Is this bigness, this seem- 
ingly illimitable or uncontrollable big- 
ness in industry, good or bad? | 

I do not question the morality of du 
Pont policy, but the unique ability to 
supply materials of war en masse is not 
necessarily a virtue or a reason to sup- 
port uncontrollable managerial power. 
The war as a result of this same con- 
centration of power in Japan and Ger- 
many has so lowered the state of the 
world’s intellectual and material strength 
that today miilions are now helplessly 
exposed to the spirochete of Russian 
Communism. 

Why have we destroyed the big boun- 
tiful productive machinery of Germany? 
Why have we destroyed the big produc- 
tive machinery of Japan? Was it not 
that these two highly concentrated 
blocks of bigness got beyond worldwide 
human control? We had to destroy the 
industrial machinery so as to destroy 
the inhuman control. 


Believe me, I have pride in mankind's 
ability to develop and operate a du Pon- 
tian institution, for I know that the 
whole of human history, human en- 
deavor, has developed this know-how 
that enables us to utilize the world’s 
natural wealth. But this progression of 
accumulated human wisdom is not du 
Pontian . . it is not German or Rus- 
sian or American

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Threats to Security 


There are two important particulars in which 
the Truman Adn ation is in urgent need of 
pulling itself to ether. One is in the headship 
of the National Resources Board. The 
other is with respect to the unification of the 
armed services. 

The National Secuttiy Resources Board was 
established. by Congress, July 26, 1947. That is 
more than two years. ago. Yet in all this time 
the NSRB has not had a chairman. President 
Truman appointed his personal friend Mon C. 
Wallgren last February and three months later 
Mr. Wallgren withdrew his name after an ad- 
verse report by the Senate committee, The 


judgment of the committee, in short, was that 


Mr. Wallgren simply was not up to the job. 

Very few public posts even approach this one 
in weight of responsibility, The NSRB is charged 
with the preparation and maintenance of plans 
to prevent chaotic conditions in the event of a 
sudden international emergency. It involves al- 
most everything—mobilization of industry, con- 
version of production, transportation, storage, 
manpower, housing, medical services, economic 
controls, rationing and so on. 

The NSRB should be hard at work now, with 
and through the industries of the country, in 
developing these plans. It also should be doing 
some inventorying of critical supplies. Yet what- 
ever it attempts now must be without the gyid- 
ance and prestige of a chairman. 

The NSRBB situation is on the civilian side. On 
the armed services side there is the problem of 
unification. It is two years almost to the day 
since the late James V. Forrestal became Sec- 


retary of National Defense. Mr. Forrestal was 


succeeded last March by Louis Johnson. 

Secretary Johnson’s first pledge was that the 
Army, Navy and Air Force “will be united as 
one in the service of the nation.” The Seeretary 
has not gone back on this pledge, but he has 
not yet seen it fulfilled. No one expects a miracle 
overnight. The rivalries between the services are 
all old and deep-seated. Each is jealous as well 
as proud of its part in the national defense. 
This is as it should be. 

But the time has come to set aside a large 


share of this feeling. Each service has been 


made, by act of Congress, an element in the 
Department of National Defense. Each is obli- 
gated to do its part making the Upited States 
secure from attack and strong in the event that 
hostilities should break out anywhere. 
Experience under the Unification Act is not 
all black or all white. Much has been accom- 
plished. There is joint planning of a character 
never before undertaken in peacetime. Respon- 
sibility for certain commands has been fixed. 
And so on. At the same time, the pressure on 
the services is so great that they are competing 
as never before. The rivalries are sharpened 
not only by the rise of the Air Force, but also 
by the very weight of circumstances in the world 


in which we live. This fact is a threat no for- 


eign power could raise. 

Secretary Johnson is not going to advance 
the cause of unification by describing this prob- 
lem as a “navy matter” and another as belonging 
to some other service. All are defense matters. 
All are his concern. He stated his goal well when 
he took over six months ago. A “united defense 
service” is still his goal.

That would be 
the end of the Indians’ agriculture and horse- 
breeding. It would also be the end of their 
historic way of life; 

Not much can be said in defense of the way 
the white man has isolated most Indians on 
reservations and denied them a voice in the 
social and political life which now dominates 
the land he usurped. Even the poorest of the 
reservation Indians should not be further im- 
poverished. But the case of the Navajos and 
Hopis is ‘particularly strong, They are living 
the way their ancestors lived. They are living 
the way most of them want to live. They are 
governed by their own pre-Columbian laws, (In 
case of major crimes, they are subject to Fed- 
eral prosecution.) Surely, they should not be 
dispossessed. 

The late President Roosevelt made Harold 
Ickes his Secretary of the Interior largely be- 
cause of Mr. Ickes’ interest in the welfare of the 
Indians. Under his administration, the Federal 
Government took a new interest in its respon- 
sibility for them. This interest needs to be 
revived. Certainly, responsibility should not be 
turned over to often hostile state and local 
governments. The problem of the Indians has 
never been properly solved, but their lot will 
not be improved by putting them even more 
at the mercy of those who would et them.

The Army’s Corps of Engineers is the 
nation’s No, 1 flood control and navigation 
agency. The Bureau of Reclamation is pri- 
marily concerned with Western irrigation 
projects. Between them, the two agencies 
are responsible for many hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of past and pro- 
jected dams and levees and other works 
that are changing the face of the nation. 


But in recent years, as the millions pour 
out and the dams are raised and the chan- 
nels deepened, a question has been rising 
with increasing intensity in the minds of 
many of the most disinterested and quali- 
fied obsérvers. The question is this: Are 
these mighty works being planned in rela- 
tion to the area which they affect, or are 
they promoted and “sold” and built as in- 
dividual units without too much regard for 
the secondary effects which flow from 
them? 


And back of this question lies another: 
Is there adequate study and planning for 
the development of these vast regions as 
a whole—specifically, the great river val- 
leys— so that all of the enormous construc- 
tion work fits into a pattern of maximum 
use and minimum destruction of the re- 
sources already available? 


Speaking of the Missouri Basin, an offi- 
cial of the Budget Bureau recently said 


that the agencies now planning the even-

The 
basic facts concerning these areas must 
first be established, and then these various 
needs must be w@ighed one against the 
other, conflicts reconciled, compromises 
made. 


Two years ago we observed that “the 
spending of money on rivers for single pur- 
poses, such as the control of floods, has 
been rendered obsolete” by the success of 
the TVA. If the problem is handled by sev- 
eral agencies, competition and friction are 
bound to result. Over-all authority, on the 
TVA model, as frequently advocated by the 
President, seems clearly to be the solution 
to the problem of our great untamed rivers 
and undeveloped river valleys.

So. anyone who is trying to 
make up his mind about the next 
phase of United States policy in 
China may well begin by examin- 
ing the Chennault plan. 

The Chennault plan calls for the 
use of American arms, money and 
some personnel to reinforce about 
eight Chinese armies which. are, 
or at least were last May, resist- 
ing or still unconquered by the 
Communist Army. These eight 
armies are to be found in west- 
ern and southern China. They are 
ranged in a semicircle around the 
great central region of China 
which has deen overrun by the 
Communists. 


Two Puzzling Features. 


Gen. Chennault believes that by 
supplying these armies, in addi- 
tion to supporting Chiang’s block- 
ade of the China coast, the Com- 
munists can de contained, and 
also so seriously harassed by a 
prolonged civil war that they will 
not be able to consolidate their 
power. His plan is to encircle 
Communist China on the west, the 
south, and on the east from the 
sea —leaving only the long north- 
ern frontier with the Soviet Union 
open. 

There are two puzzling features 
of this plan. One is its logistics— 
that is to say how in a country 
where the enemy forces control 
all the seaports, American arms 
and supplies are to be carried 
to these armies. The other, and 
even stranger, feature of the 
Chennault plan is that it is so 
ridiculously inexpensive. 

At least seven out of the eight 
armies have no seaport, and the 
only one which may have a sea- 
port on the Island of Hainan is 
virtually no army. None has an 
accessible friendly land frontier. 
It would appear then that if they 
are to be supplied, it will have to 
be by American airlifts. 


Not Like Berlin. 


Now the most distant of Gen. 
Chennault’s armies is in Ningsia 
Province, some 1500 miles by air 
from either Japan or Formose, 
the nearest places on which a 
firm and dependable base can. be 
set up for an airlift. The nearest 
of Gen. Chennault’s armies. is in 
Kwangsi Province—some 800 air 
miles from Formosa, about 1000 
miles from the Philippines. 

There is no air corridor, as there 
was to Berlin, through Communist 
territory to any of thése places. 
Supplies would have to be flown, 
in some cases for as much as 1000 
miles over country held by the 
very armies against which the 
arms were to be used. It is about 
250 miles from Frankfurt to Ber- 
lin, and to supply three-quarters 
of one city the greater part of our 
military air transport was needed.

Another Brooklyn Bridge? 


Now the Berlin airlift is sup- 
posed to have cost about $87,000,- 
000, not including the cost of the 
supplies carried in by air. The 
authorization for China in the 
Military Aid Bill, which has satis 
fied Senator Knowland, is $75.,- 
000,000, and I have been told by 
an eminent supporter of the plan 
that the $75,000,000 is enough. 

I cannot believe that anyone 
seriously believes that eight mili- 
tary campaigns against an army 
which has defeated Chiang’s 
Nationalist Army can be sustained 
for $75,000,000 a year. It costs 
many times that much to support 
one Greek army in what is, as 
compared with the immense Chi- 
nese civil war, a small operation.

Possible Result of Plan. 


Anyone who is tempted to com- 
mit the United States to this inter- 
vention will do well to pause, and 
to take time out to study what 
happened 30 years ago when the 
British, the French, the Japanese 
and to some extent the Amer- 
icans also intervened in the Rus- 
sian civil war. They too hoped 
to contain and suppress Com- 
munism by supplying arms, money 
and even troops to anti-Communist 
generals on the periphery of the 
vast Russian land mass. 

The intervention in the Russian 
civil war failed disastrously in a 
short time. Yet in those days the 
intervention was backed by several 
strong military powers, while the 
Russian Communists, unlike the 
Chinese Communists today, had no 
military power which could or 
would help them. 

Almost certainly the great con- 
sequence of that misguided policy 
was that in the struggle against 
the anti-Communist armies and 
their foreign supporters, the Red 
Army was created, and the Rus- 
sian revolution was militarized. 


That is, I believe, the most likely 


outcome of the Chennault policy 
of promoting and sustaining—with 
measures just enough to keep it 
going and not enough to conclude 
it—the Chinese civil war. In that 
struggle the Chinese Communists 
will be relieved of the burden of 
feeding and maintaining a civilian 
economy, and they will become in- 
stead a military power.

Gain of 177,000 in Attendance 
Tops Previous Peak in 
1938-39, Report Shows. 


— 


Greater use of facilities of City 
Art Museum than ever before is 
indicated in the museum's fortieth 
annual report, issued today. A 
new record was ‘set in attendance, 
with a gain of 177,000 visits being 


registered over last year. 

The new annual high is 515,972, 
topping the year 1938-1939, previ- 
ous record period, by 125,891 visits. 
A major contribution to the rec- 
ord was the attendance at the 
Berlin masterpieces exhibition last 
February, which attracted 227,414 
persons. This, the report states, 
“was in every way a record for 
the entire nation-wide tour of the 
12 cities” visited by the German 
collection. 

Director Perry T. Rathbone, 

writing in the report, makes a re- 
newed plea for the gift of an audi- 
torium to enable the museum “to 
inerease its influence and useful- 
ness as a great educational, recre- 
ational and cultural force in this 
community.” 
His report notes that “no Amer- 
ican museum of the size and im- 
portance of City Art Museum re- 
mains without this fundamental 
facility” and adds, “It is hard to 
believe that such a facility, the 
need for which was expressed as 
long ago as in the annual report 
of 1910, has not yet been sup- 
plied.” 
Without an auditorium, the re- 
port stresses, the museum operates 
under a severe handicap in at- 
tempting to cater to numerous 
groups devoted to music, illus- 
trated lectures, drama, puppetry 
and other activities. 


Miss Mary Powell, supervisor of 
education at the museum, tells in 
her section the report of the 
expanded work of her department 
and the strai on its lectures dur- 
ing the Berli asterpieces show 
because of the lack of an audi- 
torium. 

“Eighty-five introductory talks 
illustrated with lantern slides 
were given on the Berlin master- 
pieces for audiences totaling 11,- 
990 persons.” 

The regional significance of the 
museum was illustrated during 
the Berlin show, Miss Powell’s re- 
port indicates, by the visits of 
groups from Texas, Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Indiana and Kentucky; as 
well as from all sections of IIli- 
nois and Missouri. 


The report of the education de- 
partment covers attendance at 
talks in the museum, reflecting 
an annual gain of 23,351 listeners, 
as well as outside talks where 
the gain was 26,037. 


Thirty-two exhibitions were held 
at the museum in the year cov- 
ered by the report. One organized 
here by Rathbone, the retrospec- 
tive of Max Beckmann. then on 
the Washington University art 
school faculty, went on tour to 
five major museums the Los 
Angeles County Museum, De 
Young Memorial in San Francisco, 
Baltimore Museum, Minneapolis 
Institute of Arts and Harvard 
University’s Germanic Museum. 
The American Federation of Arts 
now is circulating a smaller ver- 
sion of the exhibition throughout 
the United States.

Bishop William Scarlett of the 
Episcopal diocese of (Eastern) 
Missouri will offer his resignation . 
at the 1952 triennial General Con- 
vention of the church, he said yes- 
terday when he returned here 
after a 12-week tour of Europe 
with Mrs. Scarlett. 

“While we were abroad,” he 
said, my name was included in 
a list of 11 bishops who were ex- 
pected to resign at the coming 
General Convention at San Fran- 
cisco. This, of course, was an 


error. I plan to continue until the 
1952 convention.” 

Asked whether he had any plans 
to request the election of a co- 
adjutor bishop to assist him, he 
replied: “I haven't made up my 
mind about that as yet.” At the 
diocesan convention in Christ 
Church Cathedral last May, he re- 
ported his intention of retiring in 
three years and said the choice of 
a successor should be considered. 

If he later should see fit to 
ask for election of a coadjutor 
bishop to assist him, the coadjutor 
would be elected by a regular or 
special convention and would suc- 
ceed him on his retirement. If no 
coadjutor is named, the conven- 
tion would choose a new bishop 
after Bishop Scarlett’s retirement. 

He reported that he had had a 
“wonderful time” on his Euro- 
pean trip, having stayed six weeks 
in London, three weeks in Sweden 
and visited Norway, Denmark and 
Holland in addition. The journey, 
he explained, was taken “partly 
for rest and partly for my own 
information.” 

He will leave St. Louis again 
next Monday for the General Con- 
vention at San Francisco. He will 
be 66 years old next month, there- 
fore he will be not quite 69 at the 
time of the 1952 convention. 
Church rules require bishops to 
retire at 72, a requirement he will 
thus anticipate by three years.

SUPERSONIC SPEEDS 


Present Craft Capable of Brief 
Flights — Terms 
Unexplained. 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 20 (AP)— 
Aircraft able to fly at supersonic 
speeds for sustained periods are 


imminent, top Government re- 
search experts told leaders in civil 
and military aviation today. 

Supersonic speed— meaning fast- 
er than sound, which under aver- 
age surface air conditions is 761 
miles an hour—has been achieved 
in the X-l1, a rocket-powered re- 
search craft. The X-1, however, 
has fuel for only 2% minutes at 
full power. 

Sustained travel in the super 
sonic range Was discussed during 
the third annual inspection of the 


National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics (NACA) flight pro- 
puision laboratory. Officials did 
not say how long they meant by 
“sustained,” or how soon they 
meant by “imminent.” 

The X-1 has reached dbout 1000 
miles an hour at very high alti- 
tudes—something over 10 miles 
up. A standard jet fighter, the 
F-86 Sabre, is reported to have 
exceeded sonic speed at high, alti- 
tude, where sound travels ut 
660 miles per hour.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP) — 
The Senate Judiciary Committee 
today ordered a public hearing 
next Tuesday on the appointment 
of Judge Sherman Minton to the 

Supreme Court. 

Members decided, at a closed 
session, to listen then to any wit- 
nesses who wish to protest against 
President Truman’s selection of 

Minton to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Justice Wiley B. 
Rutledge. 


There was no talk of calling 


Minton himself to testify, mem- 
bers said. Ordinarily, Supreme 
Court nominees are not asked to 
appear. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, a committee member, advo- 
cated full hearings on the nomi- 
nation to dtvelop information 
about Minton’s legal ability and 
background. 

“I don't know the man or much 
about him,” Ferguson said. 

Now a Federal Judge. 

Minton, former Indiana Senator, 
now is a federal judge in Chicago. 
He and President Truman devel- 
oped a close friendship in their 
Senate days, and Republicans may 
revive their attacks on what some 
of them have called “government 
by crony.” 

Senator Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, 
designated by the Republicans to 
call gi s for them on the Min- 
ton nomination. wouldn’t say 
whether he would make an active 
Tight. 


With Senator Kilgore (Dem.), 
West Virginia, presiding in the ab- 
‘ence of Chairman McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, the committee 
Was expected to name a subcom- 
‘mittee to look into the appoint- 
ment. There were indications it

The union served notice yester- 
day that a strike would become 
effective Sept. 29 unless an agree- 
ment is reached on its pension, 
health and welfare and wage de- 
mands. Technically, the union's 
action was a formal notice of con- 
tention to cancel its contract. 
The union maneuver dampened 
but failed to dispel hopes of a 
peaceful settlement without a 
strike by Ford’s 115,000 production 
workers. Negotiations were to be 
renewed today.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 20 
(AP)—The State Supreme Court 
today denied a second temporary

The average cost 
of building a five-room frame 
house there, without lot, is $7000, 
the lowest price in 21 small cities 
studied. Some Southern California 
towns showed similar costs.

The price of rubber already has 
been raised 20 per cent in terms 
of the Malayan dollar. It was the 
drop of American synthetic rub- 
ber to 18 cents a pound that 
forced Malayan prices to that 
level. They have wanted to raise 
the price of natural rubber for 
some time. Devaluation gives 
them the chance and the excuse. 
After all, they will tell American 
traders, it will cost you no more 
—in dollars. 

But there are certain goods that 
may come down in price in Ameri- 
can stores, when currency adjust- 
ments are made. American im- 
porters are known to have been 
delaying buying of British goods 
for several months, in expectation 
of a cheaper pound. 

A flood of these goods may hit 
the market in coming weeks, to 
take advantage of the short-term 
profits to be made from the cut 
in the pound. Textile importers 
have said that American orders 
on British books are large—orders 
that were marked “hold for de- 
valuation.”

zuets, even Scotch whisky, may be 
bought cheaper than formerly. 
But don’t count these chickens be- 
fore they are hatched. The Brit- 
ish can raise their prices on them. 
Danger of Inflation Spiral. 

In time, they may have to, be- 
cause their costs of living are go- 
ing up. There will be an immedi- 
ate hike in the price of bread in 
Britain. Demand for wage boosts 
can be expected after that. Cost 
of production would rise, and so 
would their prices. Britain is go- 
ing to have to watch out for an- 
other inflation spiral there. 

To take advantage of the new 
higher purchasing power of your 
dollar you will have to buy some- 
thing in the sterling area. Or go 
there as a tourist, before their 
prices rise. The dollar will be tops 
for tourists for a while. 

But maybe you don’t want or 
need any of the things they have 
to sell, or not very much of them.

Health of 58 Communities. 

As to health problems, it is 
stated that 58 communities in the 
basin are served by organized 
sewage systems, and that three 
of these discharge untreated sew- 
age into the Meramec. “As recrea- 
tional use increases, measures for 
control of stream pollution will 
have to be considerably broadened 
and intensified. Likewise, measures 
to insure proper sanitary facilities 
will become of great importance.” 

The reservoirs proposed by the 
Army Engineers, the report says, 
“were not designed to serve the 
Meramec basin alone. The Corps 
has concluded that flood flows 
from the Meramec. contribute 
substantially to Mississippi river 
floods, and should be retained 
within the Meramec basin as part 
of a comprehensive plan for con- 
trol of the Mississippi river, as 
well as for local flood control in 
the lower Meramec basin. It 
also concluded that in the inter- 
est of economy it is desirable to 
provide additional storage capa- 
city for the benefit of navigation 
on the Mississippi. Accordingly, 
the revised plan calls for mul- 
tiple- purpose reservoirs designed 
to meet needs of both the Mera- 
mec basin and the Mississippi 
valley. 4 

“The tentative plan for operat- 
ing the reservoirs,” the report 
states, “would eliminate floods be- 
low the dams. The stored flood 
waters would be released as soon 
as possible after each flood, but 
at rates less than the bank-full 
capacities of the streams. During 
floods on the Mississippi, mini- 
mum releases would be made 
from the three reservoirs, until 
an equivalent of three inches of 
runoff: had been stored in the 
flood control pool. The remaining 
flood. storage capacity would be 
preserved primarily for local flood 
protection.”

Although a Scotsman would prob- 
ably argue this point, it is a thing not hard to 
understand since the land has been farmed and 
jpastured for perhaps three thousand years. Here 
in America we think nothing of wearing out land 
in less than a hundred.

est thing that any of us ever

ARD candy is favored by per-

candy, when properly handled, can 
be made to last a long time. 

Where other kinds of candy are 
chewed, hard candy is sucked. 
Thus, for example, scarcely is a 
chocolate caramel placed in the 
mouth than it begins to dissolve.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14. 

F President Truman gets a 

headache now and then from 

the bizarre antics of his military 
aide, Maj. Gen. Harry Hawkins 
Vaughan, he may find some relief 
in the fact that other presidents 
also have suffered from military 
aide-itis, notably another man 
from Missouri, one U. S. Grant. 

If the President is a fighting 
man, — usually selects his mili- 
tary aide from among his com- 
panions in arms. President Grant 
and his aide, General Orville E. 
Babcock, had served together at 
the battle of Vicksburg, just as 
President Truman and General 
Vaughn had endured the rigors of 
the Argonne forest. 

Babcock, like Vaughan, collected 
campaign funds at the White 
House to get his boss another 
term in office. But Babcock, 
unfortunately for the 3 
of a dashing, handsome soldier, 
was alleged to have accepted some 
gifts for himself, too. He got in- 
volved in the operations of the 
St. Louis whisky ring, which, be- 
tween 1870 and 1875. defrauded 
the government of $2,786,000 in 
taxes. Babcock was indicted for 
complicity in this fraud. Minor 
officials were convicted, but Bab- 
cock was. acquitted. This resulted 
in a Congressional investigation. 


President Grant stood by his 
military aide all the time. 

Apart from the distillers, Gen. 
Babcock got himself involved with 
a luscious lady known as Lu. 
Their acquaintance began in 1874 
when Babcock accompanied Presi- 
dent Grant to the opening of the 
St. Louis Fair. Grant and Bab- 
cock stayed at the Lindell Hotel 
as guests of their mutual friend, 
General John McDonald, then 
supervisor of internal revenue 
for the district comprising Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Texas, Kansas, 
Indian Territory and New Mex- 
ico. McDonald later was to serve 
18 months for his part in the 
whisky frauds. 

It seems that the eagle-eyed 
Babcock, on his way from the 
Lindell Hotel to McDonald’s office, 
was walking down Fifth Street, 
between Olive and Pine Streets, 
when he observed a beautiful 
young lady approaching them. 
Babcock took note and sought an 
introduction which was arranged. 

“She was mri 7 wl ay the 
handsomest woman in St. Louis” 
wrote Gen. McDonald in his Se- 
crets of the Great Whisky Ring.” 
“Her form was petite, and yet 
withal, a plumpness and develop- 
ment which made her a being 
whose tempting, luscious delicious- 
ness was irresistible. Most beauti- 
ful of face, with eyes of deepest 
azure, in whose depths the sun- 
beams seemed to gather.” 

The introduction of Orville and 
Lu, arranged by associates of Gen. 
McDonald, took place at Freund’s 
restaurant at Fifth and Pine. It 
was worded this way: 

“Miss Hawkins, this is my par- 
ticular friend, Gen. Babcock, from 
Washington. Sit down, General, 
and have some wine with us.” 

The full name of the lady was 
Louise Hawkins. She was born in 
St. Louis. Her father died, leaving 
her mother in poor circumstances, 
and the family moved to a small 
town in Southern Illinois. Histo- 
rian McDonald picks up the story 
in his inimitable style: 

“When Lu was 14 years of age 
she fell in love with a young fel- 
low who accomplished her ruin, 
which being discovered by her 
mother, Lu left home and went to 
St. Louis where she found employ- 
ment with Wm. Barr & Co. as 
a seamstress. Her extraordinary 
beauty would not permit her to

long remain in such a menial posi- 
tion, and from à seamstress, 
clothed in the garbs of humble 
circumstances, she soon developed 
into a lady of leisure, clad in the 
purple of fine linen and decked 
with jewels rare and beautiful.” 
There are indications that she 
and Babcock became very close 
friends. 

General Grant, on the other 
hand, liked to drive fast horses, 
and on the occasion of his 1874 
visit to St. Louis, his friend Gen- 
eral McDonald offered him the use 
of a team. 

So Grant drove the team to 
Grant’s farm on the Gravois, 


twelve miles from St. Louis. That, 


night, at the Lindell, Grant en- 
thused: 

“Mac, I never saw better horses; 
why, when we got out on the road, 
they wouldn’t take the whip, for 
when I drew the lines they went 
like a shot out of a gun.” 

x * 


FTER a moment Grant re- 

marked: “I would like to own 

those horses, and if you will 
sell them I will give you $1000 for 
them.” 

“General, I don’t want to swin- 
dle you in that way,” responded 
McDonald, who valued the team 
above $5000. 

But seeing the pleasure the 
horse-loving soldier-president took 
in driving the fast team, McDon- 
ald made a present of them, and a 
proper rig, besides. He records 
that he went to Hoblitzelle & 
Cousland’s and purchased from 
them a complete outfit consisting 
of harness, two blankets for each 
horse, and a buggy whip, the lat- 
ter costing $25. He had a gold 
breast-plate made for each horse, 
on which the President’s name 
was engraved. Then McDonald 
chartered a special car and sent 
the horses and outfit to Wash- 
ington with his compliments. 

From the record it appears that 


Grant.was more grateful for the 
horseflesh than his military aide 
and private secretary, the ubiqui- 
tous Orville Babcock, was for a 
free diamond. This was a gift 
from McDonald and his private 
secretary, John A. Joyce, who was 
even more intimate with General 
Babcock than was General Mc- 
Donald. 

From Washington's E bbitt 
House a hostelry a block from 
the White House, Joyce wrote to 
McDonald: 

“T was a little surprised today 
by Gen. B. telling me that that 
little thing we gave him was a 
fraud.” 

That “little thing” was a dia- 
mond shirt stud which McDonald 
and Joyce gave to Babcock dur- 
ing a St. Louis visit. It weighed 
nearly four carats and it cost 
$2400. There was a flaw in the 
stone, however, so McDonald took 
it back and purchased another 
and finer diamond for the keen- 
eyed general. 

But Babcock collected more 
than diamonds. If you can believe 
McDonald, he once handed Bab- 
cock $5,000 at his White House 
desk; again, another $5,000 at Bab- 
cock’s home; and he and Joyce 
transmitted lesser sums, including 
a $1,000 bill enclosed in a box of 
fine cigars expressed to the White 
House, which Babcock acknowl- 
edged in these words: “We enjoyed

The kolng's-on between Babcock, 
White House military aide, and 
McDonald and Joyce, of the in- 
ternal revenue department, were 
related to the raising of a slush 
fund to finance a second-term 
movement for Grant, which suc- 
ceeded, and a third-term move- 
ment, which failed.

The whisky frauds were not 
confined to St. Louis; they were 
taking place in various big cities. 
But St. Louis happened to be one 
of the principal distilling centers 
of the country, and seven of its 
distilleries were operating illicitly.

EN. BABCOCK had written a 

great many letters and tele- 

grams to his St. Louis asso- 
ciates. When one suspicious let- 
ter was shown to President Grant 
in 1875, he indorsed it on the 
back in these words: 

“Let no guilty man escape.” 

“If Babcock is guilty, there is 
no man that wants him so much 
proven guilty as I do.” 

Despite official obstacles, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Benjamin 
Bristow pursued the investigation. 
Babcock was indicted by a St. 
Louis grand jury, even as lesser 
fry had been. Former Senator 
John B, Henderson, as zealous as 
Secretary Pristow, served as spe- 
cial prosecutor. 

President Grant continued to 
defend Babcock in public and 
private expressions, and aroused 
resentment by ousting Henderson 
as special prosecutor on the 
ground that, in the trial prelim- 
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inaries, Henderson had sought to 
implicate Grant as well as 


Babcock. 
Anyway, the trial resulted in 
acquittal for Babcock. Rumors 
that jurors and witnesses had 
been fixed prompted a Congres- 
sional investigation. But Babcock, 
haying been placed in jeopardy 
once, could not be tried a second 


time. 
T aide Babcock was his stead- 
fast boss, President Grant, 

Grant wanted to go to St. Louis 

and take the oath as a witness for 
the defense. Upon being dissuaded, 
he gave a deposition at the White 
House which was introduced at 
the St. Louis trial. 
Grant testified further that Bab- 
cock had always performed his 
duties to “my entire satisfaction” 
and “TI have always had con- 
fidence in his integrity and ef- 
ficiency.” 

‘No doubt Grant’s deposition in- 
fluenced the trial jury, among 
other influences. Upon being ac- 
quitted, Babcock was serenaded 
by a government band, and sent 
back to Washington with a $10,000 
purse raised for him by friends. 
Back in the nation’s capital, Bab- 
cock was soon involved in the 
Belknap scandal, involving the 
sales of postmasterships, another 
traditional manner of raising 
campaign funds. 

But always President Grant 
stood by his military aide and 
protege. Babcock was not forced 
to quit, in due time he resigned 
voluntarily; was “kicked upstairs” 
toa . position as Inspector 
of Light Houses. This took him 
away from the White House as 
far as Fiori where, several
